By now it is quite clear that the grand strategy of the German 
High Command is not only influenced by political motives, but 
is overwhelmed by them. The German army, massed in un- 
preceder.ted depth, is striking directly at Moscow where Hitler, just 
as Napoleon did, is expecting to receive the capitulation of the 
Soviet people. 

Napoleon pinned his hopes for a Russian surrender on the 

_ boyars (the great landowners) and, failing this, on “a united and 
enlightened population” (by which he meant thé bourgeoisie), 

In vain did Napoleon wait for peace in Moscow. The resistance 
of the Russian people redoubled after the fall of the capital. 
Instead of peace, Napoleon met his doom. Hitler will not find 
peace. He hasn't even got “boyars’ to bank on. 

The chances of the Emperor of the French were much greater 
than those of Hitler, for the armed forces of the contending sides 
in those days were concentrated almost entireiy in one spot where 
the stronger side could deliver an annihilating blow, after which 
there would be nothing left for®the opponent to fight with. Such 
is not the case today. The concerted drive on Moscow, therefore, 
is a typical example of political strategy. The idea is to delivér

an annihilating moral and psychological blow to the Soviet people, 
and failing this, at least to the German people in the face 
the approaching winter that “great objectives had been attained. 

At this hour of great crisis on the Eastern Front we fail to 
see any grand encirclement and annihilation. The Red Army is 
still there and fighting, counter-attacking relentlessly. The com- 
mand, the organization, the communications, the very integrated 
unity of the whole front—all this is still in evidence. 

There will be further retreats. In watching them we must 
always bear in mind that every further German step FORWARD 
is a step DOWNWARD. 

To those who can lay their hands on a history of Napoleon, 
I strongly advise to read over the story of his Russian campaign. 
(Take for instance, “Narrative of Events During the Invasion of 
Russia,” Wilson; the Memoirs of de Segur; to those who are for- 
tunate enough to be able to read Russian, we can recommend 
E. Tarle’s “Invasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812.) 

There is no better reading in these days.

BareO’DwyerSought 
Labor Party Support 


Tammany Candidate Aimed at Getting 
Union Votes, Connolly Declares 


William F. O'Dwyer,

LONDON, Oct. 17 (UP) —Soviet 
cavalry and motorcycle reserves 
were reported by the Moscow radio 
tonight to be surging out of the 
beleaguered capital in three direc- 
tions, routing and slaughtering 
“worn out” Germans in their path. 

Southwest of the city one Soviet 
cavalry unit commanded by Maj. 
Dovator was said to have slain 10,- 
000 Germans in the past five days. 

In this same Vyazma sector the 
German left flank was folded back 
at position “M,” the Red Army re- 
captured three important localities 
and the Germans fled in disorder, 
the radio said. 


In the Orel sector 220 miles south 
of Moscow German pressure has 
diminished greatly the past three 
days, the Germans have worn them- 
selves out weathering the Soviet 
counter-attacks and the third and 
fourth German tank divisions have 
suffered heavy losses, the radio said. 

Racing north from Moscow, 
meanwhile, Soviet motorcyclists 
joined the battle for the first time, 
recapturing the village of V“ and 
maneuvering behind the German's 
defense line, forcing them to with- 
draw. 

The evacuation of Odessa, whose 
capture the Germans claimed yes- 
terday, was confirmed in a com- 


cow station tonight, but it said 


transported by sea to other sectors 
of the front, and almost coinci- 
dentally there were reports of a 
Soviet counter - offensive in the 
Mariupol sector on the Sea of Azov, 
350 miles east of Odessa, in. which 
the Germans suffered such heavy 
losses they had to fall back, with 
the Red Army pursuing them 
through five villages, 

The communique said Odessa 
was evacuated for the sole purpose 
of carrying out a strategic opera- 
tion elsewhere, not under pressure 
from the besieging German and 
Rumanian armies, and that “the 
claims of the German High Com- 
mand with regard to booty allegedly 
captured by German and Rumanian 
troops in the area of Odessa are 
merely empty boasts.” 

Only on the right flank of the 
Vyazma sector were the Germans 
conceded anything. There, the radio 
said, the Germans took one locality. 

The Germans are doing consider-

the Soviet units there were safely 


able maneuvering in that sector, 
trying to turn the Red Army line, 
the radio said, but the Red Army 
Ninth Regiment was counter-at- 
tacking the German panzer forces 
employed. Two German infantry 
battalions (1,000 men) were de- 
stroyed and their standards were 
among the trophiés the Red Army 
carried from the field, the radio 
said, 

In throwing back the German 
left flank at Vyazma the 260th 
German Infantry Regiment was 
routed and 1,500 Germans killed, 
the radio said. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet capital was 
reported being stripped down and 
barricaded for a last ditch fight in 
case the Germans broke through 
the massive defenses, 


The flerceness of the aerial war- 
fare raging about Moscow was indi- 
cated in the communique which re- 
ported 14 German planes shot down 
near the city. 


The Moscow radio, only direct 
source of news from the Soviet 
capital, reported the new Army 
successes and claimed at. the 
city teeméd with orderly battle 
preparations, 

The radio said the Germans 
were attacking Kalinin, 100 miles 
north of Moscow, from three direc- 
tions, A Soviet unit commanded 
by Capt. Selkov repulsed one Ger- 
man tank attack, déstroying many 
tanks, and in a renewal of the 
battle the next morning, it de- 
stroyed 28 more tanks with flaming 
bottles, but German reinforcements 
are pouring in strong and Soviet 
infantry have to maintain à violent 
fire, the radio said, 

In the Mariupol sector, on the 
Sea of Azov, the Germans were 
said to have suffered such terrific 
casualties that they were forced to 
fall-back and the Red Army pur- 
sued them through five - villages. 
Intense fighting still continues 
there, the radio said.

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Two Locals Solve 
the Jurisdiction Question 


© Of nation-wide interest is the agreement 
which has just been signed by two local 
unions in this city, one AFL, the other CIO, 
banning raids in each other's territory and 
providing for arbitration of jurisdictional 
disputes. 

The two unions which have thus set an 
example to the entire labor movement, are 
Local 1224, United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers, CIO, and Local 3, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, AFL. The agreement covers work in elec- 
trical manufacturing industries and there- 
fore directly affects and helps the defense 
program, 

One of the significant features of this 
agreement is that the two unions involved 
have had bitter jurisdictional disputes in 
past years. Their action shows that rank and 
file initiative can solve the problem even 
though the national leaders of the CIO and 
AFL have yet to move in this direction. 

There can be no excuse for jurisdictional 
strikes in defense industries at this time 
when an uninterrupted flow of war materials 


is so essential. The least the AFL and CIO 


can do is to agree that strike action will not 
be used in jurisdictional disputes in these 
industries. Once such agreement is reached, 
there would be no difficulty—as demon- 
strated by the two locals here—in working 
out an amicable means of settling all dis- 
putes. 


Homeric Irony 


There was a touch of Homeric irony to 
the spectacle of District Attorney O’Dwyer 
standing in the midst of Tammany politicians 
and asserting by all the gods that he would 
take no orders from Tammany. 

Certainly, the Tammany tin-boxers saw 
the humor of the situation and gave O’Dwyer 
a long ovation. Tammany Hall and its allies 
in the other four boroughs know very well 


that O’Dwyer was uttering sheer words. 


O’Dwyer was selected to run for mayor by 
the five Democratic bosses of the boroughs, 
including Christopher Sullivan of the Tam- 
many brigade.

And Tammany means a return of rule by 
graft, political corruption, police club, under- 
world rackets and spoils. It is, moreover, the 
main camp of the appeasers, O’Dwyer’s can- 
didacy having been unofficially launched by 
Hearst, sympathetic publicist of the America 
First Committee, and Lindbergh. O’Dwyer 
is trying to hide his evil backers.behind red- 
baiting and demagogy. 

The people of New York won't be taken 
in so easily. They have worked too hard 
ridding the city of Tammany. control to per- 
mit it back because of O’Dwyer’s demagogic 
dramatics. The hope of the city citizenry

Following is the complete tert 
of the radio address delivered by 
James W. Ford, noted Negro 
leader and member of the Na- 
tional Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party, over WMCA Monday 
night, Oct. 13: 


By James W. Ford 
Fellow Americans: 

The Communists are running four 
candidates for the City Council in 
this municipal election. They are 
Peter V. Cacchione, for Brooklyn; 
Israel Amter, for Manhattan; Isi- 
dore Begun, for the Bronx, and 
Paul Crosbie for Queens. It is on 
their behalf tonight that I wish 
to speak to the citizens of New 
York City. 

The election this year is taking 
place in a truly momentous pericd. 
Hitler is hurling his legions against 
the Soviet people in his ruthless 
drive for world domination. The 
people of Leningrad, Moscow, 
Odessa and London are heroically 
battling the common enemy of all 
mankind. 

Our country has not yet been 
openly invaded. Our city is not 
yet under direct enemy fire. But 


Nau pirates are raiding the At- 


lantic. They sink our ships. Hit- 
ler’s spies organize conspiracies and 
plots within our country. They 
steal military secrets. They incite 
racial, national and religious strife. 
What would this mean to the Ne- 
gro and Jewish peoples, who would 
be the first victims of Nazi race 
hatred? Gestapo agents drill in 
New York City with rifles stolen 
from the National Guard. Our 
South American neighbors have to 
cope with armed rebellion and Nazi 
putsches. 

It is time to be alarmed. The 
Nazi menace is real and pressing. 
Are we to await until we share 
the fate of Paris or Prague? 

The danger to America can only 
be met by the united action of all 
Americans—by national unity dedi- 
cated to the proposition that Hit- 
ler and Hitlerism must be de- 


nated to the winning of the war 
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We are for the opening up of a 
Western Front. We urge full U. S. 
military collaboration with Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union to 
destroy Hitler.

The people of New York fully 
support the President. O’Dwyer’s 
managers know this well, and that 
explains his atceptance speech. 


The purpose of that speech was to 


give the impression that Tammany 
has gone New Deal and that 
O’Dwyer supports the foreign policy 
of the President. This is not so. 
This speech denies the danger that 
America faces—that the war against 
Hitler is our war and that we must 
win it. A few unpleasant adjec- 
tives about Hitler does not mean 
support of the President's foreign 
policy. Such verbal condemnations 
are used by ex-President Hoover 
and even by some of the America 
Firsters. Mr. O’Dwyer said nothing 
about ccnvoys, about driving the 
Nazi rattlesnakes out of the At- 
lantic or about ajd to the Eastern 
Front. 

He says nothing about uniting all 
Americans in this national emer- 
gency irrespective of race, creed cr 
color or political affiliation. On the 
contrary, to Mr. O’Dwyer the war 
is not an issue at all, and this elec- 
tion is just another municipal elec- 
tion with politics as usual, To Mr. 
O'Dwyer the danger to our city and 
nation is “Communism.” But Com- 
munism is not the issue. The issue 
is democracy or fascism, nationai 
freedom or national enslavement. 
To Mr. O'Dwyer, all anti-fascists 
are Communists. ODwyer uses the 
Hitler tactic of red-baiting in order 
to split and divide the anti-Hitler 
camp. Mr. O’Dwyer is supported 
by pro-Hitler appeaser forces. He 
is supported by the America First- 
ers, the Coughlinites and the 
Bundists. 

Mr. O'Dwyer is the Tammany 
candidate. 

New Yorkers remember well the 
tin boxes, the police brutality, the 
old Board cf Aldermen, the filthy 
schools, the graft and corruption of 
the Tammany regime. The Tiger 
yearns for his former power. He 
is trying to hide his claws.

Another important task of the 
anti-Hitler camp is the election of

Since the establishment of P. R., 
Tammany has run a Negro candi- 
date for City Council. But Tam- 
many has no serious intention of 
electing a Negro councilman. In 
fact Tammany has a two-fold aim: 
first, to use their Negro candidate 
as a decoy to draw off the Negro 
vote, and secondly, to split the Ne- 
gro vote in order to prevent a Ne- 
gro progressive from being elected. 
Tammany consistently ignores the 
burning grievances of the Negro 
People. 

Today as in 1937 and 1939 we 
Communists are doing our utmost 
to achieve the unity of the Negrocs 
and the support of labor and the 
people for the election of a Negro 
progressive to the City Council. The 
greatest unity of the Negro people 
is needed in the struggle to defeat 
the Burdists and appeasers and to 
assure the election of an anti-Hitler 
administration in our city.
